Justice Department Says 


She Is Illegally in Coun- 
try—Eligibility for Leni- 
ency Doubted. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP).— 
The Justice Department today or- 
dered deportation of Mrs. Raissa 
Berkman Browder, wife of Earl 
Browder, general secretary of the 
Communist party the United 
States, on the ground that she had 
entered this country illegally. 

The order, signed by Attorney- 
General Jackson, also denied appli- 
cation for suspension of the deporta- 
tion order on the ground that Mrs. 
Browder’s “evasive testimony re- 
garding her relationship to the 


Communist party had created doubt 
as to her eligibility for leniency.” 

Immigration officials said that 
Mrs. Browder, who is 43 years old, 
would be given a “reasonable time” 
in which to present herself for de- 
portation to her native Russia. The 
period she will be permitted for 
winding up her affairs will be de- 
termined within a few days, it was 
said.

Married in Moscow. 


Mrs. Browder and her husband, 
the Communist party candidate for 
President, were married in Moscow 
in September, 1926, and have three 
sons. Two were born in the Rus- 
sian capital. One was born in New 
York City in 1934. The family re- 
sides in Yonkers, N. Y. 

Browder, a native of Kansas, is 
under ser.tence for passport fraud. 
He is now at liberty pending action 
on an appeal granted him by the 
Supreme Court. 

Mrs. Browder had asked for le- 
niency on the ground that she was 
the wife of a native-born citizen of 
the United States and the mother 
of American-born children, but the 
Board of Immigration appeals held 
that that had “no bearing upon the 
question of her deportability.” 

She disclosed that she had last 
entered the United States in the 
fall of 1933 by train from Canada 
and intended to remain here perma-

ABOARD WILLKIE TRAIN EN

“2. Why it is that we have stayed 
in a condition of chronic depres- 
sion for seven and a half years 
when every other country. in the 
world, prior to the outbreak of 
the World War, showed greater 
progress toward recovery? 

“3. Why it is that, although he 
has failed to build an adequate de- 
fense for the United States, he 
told Congress last June to adjourn 
because there was no necessity of 
its staying in session? Since that 
date he has requested of Congress 
billions of dollars in appropriations 
for the building of a national de- 
fense program. 

“4. Why it is that he should be 
permitted to violate a principle of 
150 years against a third term— 
especially at a time when democ- 
racy is already in. peril without 
the added menace of long-term 
personal power? 

“5. How does he justify his al- 
liance with the most corrupt po- 
litical machines in America? How 
does he explain his first-name in- 
timacy with their bosses?”

War Department Makes

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP).— 
The War Department modified to- 
day some peacetime physical 
standards for admittance to the 
regular army and National Guard 
to make them uniform with selec- 
tive service requirements. 

Effective immediately, the same 
physical. standards and examina- 


tion procedure were prescribed for 
all branches of the “Army of the 


United States,’ with the exception 
of the Air Corps, the military | 
academy at West Point and a few 
others. 

Men five feet tall will be accept- 
ed for the regular army as well 


as in the draft, under the new 
regulations, contrasted with the 
previous minimum of 64 inches. 


Height and weight tables were 
otherwise somewhat altered, al- 
though in many particulars they 
remained unchanged. 

Three Classifications, 

Three general classifications were 
established: Class 1A for men 
physically fit for general active 
military service; 1B, for men cap- 
able of special and limited service; 
and Class 4, for men fourd to be 
physically unfit for ‘any military 
service. 

“Examinations will be conducted 
with the utmost care in order that 
no individual who is unfit for mili- 
tary service will be accepted,” the 
War Department. said. 

Examining physicians were di- 
rected to consider the standards as 
a guide to their discretion rather 
than arbitrary rules. 

In general, no applicant will be 
drafted or accepted for regular en- | 
listment who does not meet pre-| 
scribed standards for vision and/| 
hearing, or who suffers from toxic 
conditions associated with abnor- 
mal conditions of the ductless 
glands; from valvular diseases of 
the heart; tuberculosis: communi- 
cable diseases; -mental disease or 
deficiency; insufficient teeth: or 


Statement Made After Talk. 

Willkie asked the questions in a| 
statement issued from his special 
train after he listened on the radio 
to the President’s Boston address. 
The Republican nominee had just 
returned from an address in Bal- 
timore, where he told an audience 
which cheered him repeatedly: ~ 

“If you elect him (Mr. Roosevelt) 
on the basis of his past perform- 
ances and pledges to the people, 
you may expect war by April, 
1941.” 

Willkie’s original text read, “On 
the basis of his past performances 
with pledges to the people, why 
shouldn’t we expect to be at war by 
April, 1941, if he is elected?” 

He mentioned April in connection 
with an assertion that Roosevelt in 
April, 1933, “abandoned sound 
money” five months after he “had 
pledged himself to sound money.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—Following 
is an excerpt from a letter sent 
out of German-occupied France by 
messenger: 

A diverting yarn is being whis- 
pered over the zinc of the bistros. 

A private bank in Paris, Leon et 
Ses Fils, notwithstanding warnings 
from the fiscal administration, 
hoarded gold. The inrush of the 
Germans caught the bankers un- 
aware, their big stock of ingots still 
in their subcellar. 

The Messrs. Leon sat tight for 
a month, then consulted a funeral 
director. They . hired a motor 
hearse, five carriages for mourners 
and arranged for an interment at 
Melun, 20 miles south of the city. 

Upon the exterior of the hearse, 


in the French manner, were sus- 
pended wreaths with broad stream 
ers. 

Tooting muffled sirens ,the cor- 
tege wended its way through the 
city. Both Frenchmen and Ger- 
mans are extremely sympathetic 
with families in grief. At the ex- 
terior gate of the city the German 
guard stood at respectful salute. 
The roads through the suburbs were 
dense with refugee traffic, but 
drivers uncovered and pulled to 
the side, giving the funeral right 
of way.

Say They Ad- 
vanced on South Front 
to Kalamas River — AIl- 
banians Leading Way. 


Invaders 


ROME, Oct. 31 (AP).—Italian 
troops fighting through mud and 
rain have pushed to the Kalamas 
River in Greece, five miles from 
the Albanian frontier, the high 
command reported today. 

Augmenting the high command 
announcement, the war correspond- 
ent of the newspaper Lavoro Fas- 
cista said troops which jumped off 
from the border towns of Kakavia 
and Perat had crossed the river. 

Italian warplanes, despite ad- 
verse flying conditions, were re- 


ported to have bombed “enemy” 
troopships at the port of Patras 
as well as the Lepanto naval base 
on the Gulf of Corinth, a barracks 
at Metzovo Pass in Western Greece 
and highway junctions in the Kal- 
amas Valley. 

Several “enemy” planes were 
shot down during these bombing 
operations from which only one of 
the Italian planes failed to return, 
the communique said. 


Ioannina as Objective. 


The Italian offensive along the 
Kalamas River, which parallels the 
southern end of the Albanian fron- 
tier with Greece in the Epirus dis- 
trict, appeared to be aimed at the 
industrial city of Ioannina 
(Janina), about 30 miles from the 
border. 

The communique made no men- 
tion of activity on che northern 
end of the war front, where an- 
other Fascist column was reported 
attempting to drive in the direc- 
tion of Salonika, 100 miles away 
on the Greek east coast. 

The war correspondent of the 
newspaper Il Messaggero reported 
that the Italian advance in Greece 
was being held up by highly un- 
favorable weather.

Soviet Ex-Official 


Gets Death 


As Leader of ‘Slander Ring” 


MOSCOW, Oct. 31 (AP).—A. D. 
Mitiasov, former director of the 
south and central department of 
Black Metallurgy (coal industry), 
was sentenced today to death by a 
firing squad as leader of a “slan- 
der ring” which the Government 
said conducted a campaign of de- 


nunciation against Communists. 
Convicted with him were A. I. 
Karpushin, engineer of the Lenin- 
grad Mechanical Institute, sen- 
tenced to 12 years’ imprisonment, 
and T. P. Pervushin, engineer of 


the Ukraine geological department, 
given five years. 

The Court decided to indict a 
number of other persons involved 
by the testimony. 

The prosecution charged that the 
NKVD (state police) had received 
since 1935 a stream of letters ac- 
cusing Communist party members 
and others of “subversive activi- 
ties” and “helping the enemy.” All 
such charges were false, it was 
said. The ring was said to have 
had units in many cities, with mem- 
bers known by such names as 
“Grandmother Revolution.”

HILL RECAPTURED, 
MUCH EQUIPMENT

SOURCES ASSERT 


Defenders Say They Have 
Checked Fascists All 
Along Front After 
‘Slight Withdrawal’ in 


Epirus Area. 


BUCHAREST, Oct. 31 (AP). — 
Fast German troop trains were un- 
officially reported tonight to have 
passed through Rumania’s western 
Province of Banat, presumably east 
bound, and heavy movement of 
German war supplies was reported 
on the Timisgara-Brasov Railway. 
The German S. S. (Elite Guard) 
Chief Lorenz arrived at Constanta 
by plane. The purpose of his visit 
was not explained, but it was re- 
ported he would go to Bulgaria and 
then to Ankara, for conferences. 


ATHENS, Greece, Oct. 31 (AP). 
—Greek troops were reported today 
to have counter-attacked north of 
the besieged town of Ioannina (Ja- 
nina), and sources regarded as re- 
liable said they had stormed and 
recaptured a hill. 

The Greeks, rushing the hill un- 
der heavy fire, were said to have 
seized large quantities of arms and 
equipment from the Italians. 

The Ioannina sector, on the 
southern part of the line, still was 
the scene of the heaviest fighting 


of this four-day-old war, but there 
has been little change in the line. 
Along the rest of tle front, the 
Greeks said the action was limited 
to sporadic firing and skirmishes 
between advance units. 

Y Italian reports said torrents of 
rain had turned the battle front 
into a “vast swamp.” 

Both Italians and Greeks were 
bombing lines of communication 
behind the front. 

Last night’s Greek general staff 
communique said one Greek fight- 
er plane was lost Wednesday and 
a later report said an Italian sea- 
plane was shot down over the coast. 

Elsewhere, there were no air raid 
alarms in Greece today up to noon, 


British Landings. 


British troops, it was said au- 
thoritatively, have been landed on 
several strategic Greek islands. 

For military reasons, the islands 
where the landings were said to 
have been made under the big guns 
of British warships could not be 
identified by name, it was stated. 
The number of troops involved and 
the nature of the equipment they 
brought with them likewise were 
undisclosed. (The Italians report- 
ed bombing “enemy” troop trans- 
ports at the port of Patras.) 

Occupation of the islands, how- 
ever, presumably would give the 
British bases from which to de- 
liver the aid they have promised 
the Greeks. 

Reports From Front. 

The Greek general staff reported 
its forces held columns of invading 
troops in. check throughout yester- 
day after a “slight withdrawal” of 
advance sections in the Epirus area 
on the southern part of the front. 
Calm prevailed on other fronts, it 
said. 

The Italian offensive in the

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This Month Warmest October 
Since 1897; Average 66 Degrees 


It’s a beautiful month, but is it 
Indian summer? 
“Can’t tell you,” said Forecaster 


W. J. Moxom, who's downright 
proud of October. “I’ve never yet 
run into anybody who could tell me 
just what Indian summer is.” 

It has been a sunny month, he 
pointed out, with 20 days instead 
of the normal 15 when clear skies 
and brilliant sunlight set off the 
flaming autumn colors. With four 
frosty mornings and many when 
the air had a tang, it yet was a 
warm October, the second warm- 
est on record. 


Mean temperature for the month 
was 66.1 degrees, 7.3 above normal 
and .2 of a degree below the rec- 
ord of 66.3 in October, 1897. A 
few days early in the month were 
moderately warm, and the mercury 
rose into the 80s for seven days, 
Oct. 22-28, 85 for four of them. 

“Outside of that, this is a typical 
St. Louis October, a fine month,” 
said Moxom. “It’s not so fine from 


the farmers’ viewpoint. They got 
one rain that missed us here, but 
they’re still suffering from a ter- 
rific lack of rainfall. The month’s 
total was 1.42 inches, 1.3 below 
normal, It adds up to a moisture 
shortage of 18.4 inches for the year, 
19.44 since Sept. 1, 1939. The water 
table is the lowest it has ever 
been.” 

Springs and wells have gone dry 
and many farmers are hauling wa- 
ter, he said. Gardens “burned up.” 
But the main crops got a lucky 
break. 


“August was a life-saver,” Mox- 
om said. “August came along witn

William A. Roberts, Valley 
Park, Reports to Kirk- 
wood He Has Torn Up 
Registration Certificate.

The first instance of active oppo- 


sition to conscription here, by a 
man who said he had torn up his 
registration certificate and refused 
to go any farther with the draft 
process, was reported today by the 
local board for St. Louis County 
District No. 1, at Kirkwood. 


The objector, William Albert 
Roberts of Valley Park, who said 
he was a preacher but did not tell 
what sect, made an unsuccessful 
effort to get a new certificate at 
the board’s office yesterday. He 
told attaches he had read in the 
Bible that there should be no mili- 
tary training, and he expressed a 
belief that it was a sin to kill. He is 
29 years old. 


“I go to jail for our Lord, Jesus 
Christ, hope of glory,” his letter 
concluded. “I tore up my draft 
card. Refuse to go any farther.” 

His serial number was 161, which 
was the 119th number drawn in the 
national draft lottery. 

Calling-at the draft board office 
after his letter had been received, 
Roberts asserted that he had “mis- 
placed” his certificate. James C. 
Lieweke, a board member, refused 
to issue a new one, on the ground 
Roberts was not positively identi- 
fied. 


Roberts has a brother, Leonard, 
and a brother-in-law, Claudy Atkin- 
son, residing in Valley Park. They 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he was a member of the As- 
sembly of God Church in Valley 
Park. Leonard Roberts said that 
William had left this morning for 
Hermandale, in Southeast Missouri, 
on a bicycle, which carried two 
American flags and some Biblical 
placards. 


Roberts changed his address to 
Hermandale in the draft board rec- 
ords yesterday and then, returning 
to Valley Park, was offered a job 
on a farm there, but rejected it, 
for fear another change in his ad- 
dress would “make the board mad,” 
his brother related.

Some of those 
who had chosen Roosevelt, how- 
ever, believed the race would be 
closer than they had formerly ex- 
pected. 


Asked to express their personal 
preferences, 26 of the writers vot- 
ed for Willkie, 17 for Roosevelt 
and seven said they had no choice.

“Sixth, we must devote congres- 
sional defense appropriations to de- 
fense purposes, instead of boon- 
doggling them.” 


COLBY, REED TO BACK WILLKIE 
AT ST. LOUIS RALLY TONIGHT 


Bainbridge Colby of New York, 
Secretary of State under President 
Woodrow Wilson, and James A, 
Reed of Kansas City, former Unit- 
ed States Senator, will be the speak- 
ers ta a rally of the St. Louis 
Democratic Willkie Club, at Al- 
hambra Grotto, Grand boulevard 
and Magnolia avenue, tonight. Col- 
by was the guest of Sterling E. 
Edmunds, 28 Westmoreland place, 
today. 

Colby last spoke in St. Louis in 
1932, at a Democratic meeting in 
support of Gov. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt’s candidacy for President. He 
opposed President Roosevelt’s re- 
election in 1936, and in the present

'President’s third-term candidacy. 


Colby is a native of St. Louis 
and a graduate of the original 
Central High School, at Fifteenth 
and Olive streets, in the class of 
1886.

Roosevelt in his candidacy for a 
non-consecutive third term in 1912, 
and in 1916 supported Wilson.

trification appropriation and the 
Civil Service Extension Act, the 
United States Housing Act, and 
every farm measure recommended 
by the New Deal administration. 
Martin, as House minority leader, 
has organized the opposition to most 
New Deal legislation, which now 
has Willkie’s fornial approval. 
Talking by radio to his farmer 
listeners, the President sarcastically 
noted that Martin, because of his 
loyal party service, “must” be ap- 
pointed Secretary of Agriculture. 
The theme of the speech was that 
the Republicans in Congress had 
been ac‘ing only as “a party team” 
and had refused to co-operate as 
an “all-American team” in the na- 
tional defense. effort. As in Madison 
Square Gerden, he went to the Con- 
gressional Record for the list of 
Republican votes. According to his 
argument, the national defense ap- 
propriations and the industrial pro- 
duction program were enacted over 
Republican opposition. 
The great production program, he 
continued, had been stepped up by 
orders from overseas which had 
permitted his administration to fol- 
low a policy of “hard-headed self- 
interest.”

The audience made a tremendous 
demonstration when the President, 
by playing on local pride, said he 
had been “glad to welcome back 
to our own shores that Boston boy, 
beloved of all Boston, my Ambas- 
sador to the Court of 8t. James's, 
Joe Kennedy.” 

Kennedy, who made an effective 
appeal Tuesday night for the Presi- 
dent’s re-election, has a large fol- 
lowing in Boston and Massachii- 
setts, comparable to the following 
of Alfred E. Smith and James E. 
Farley. 

“Campaign Falsifications.” 
The President said Kennedy's re- 
ports had recounted that the small- 
er European nations had lived in 
terror of Nazi military might, This 
gave him an opportunity to bring 
in “the falsifications which Re- 
publican campaign orators have 
been making.” 

The “most inexcuable unpatriotic 
misstatement of fact,” he declared, 
was the “brazen charge calculated 
to worry the mothers of the nation 
that the men called to training will 
not be properly housed.” 


This charge was made recently 
by Willkie. In reply, the Presi- 
dent said: 

“The plain fact, provable fact, 
is that construction on army hous- 
ing is far ahead of schedule . to 
meet all present needs, and that 
by Jan. 5, next, there will be com- 
plete and adequate housing for 
930,000 soldiers. I give assurance 
to the mothers and fathers of 
America that each and every one 
of their boys in training will be 
well housed.” 

He then repeated his 
that Willkie has doubted: 
“Your boys are not going to 
be sent into any foreign wars.” 
This assurance, he promised, 
would be said “again and again 
and again,” 

While the audience cheered, he 
continued: 

“They are going into training to 
form a force so strong that, by its 
very existence, it will keep the 
threat of war away from our 
shores.” 

“Political Shenanigans.” 
Twice during the speech, after 
relating Republican congressional 
opposition to his program up to 
as’late as the spring and winter 
of this year, he asked: 

“What kind of political shenani- 
gans are these? Can such people 
be trusted with national defense?” 

Both times, he was answered by 
the expected chorus of no, no. 
Speaking to his radio audience, 
the President declared: 

“You citizens of Buffalo and St. 
Louis can see the Curtiss, plants 
in your cities, Their output has 
jumped to 12 times the level of 
a year ago. 

Each time he mentioned such an 
instance of increased airplane pro- 
duction the crowd cheered. The 
average during 10 months, he re- 
lated, had been 240 per cent. 

Throughout his recital of past, 
present and future military aid to 
Britain the audience cheered, 

“Building on the foundation pro- 
vided by these orders,” he said, 
“the British are now receiving a 
steady stream of airplanes. After 
three months of blitzkrieg in the 
air, the Royal Air Force is actual- 
ly greater now than when the at- 
tack began.” This brought pro- 
longed cheers. 

“They know and we know,” he 
continued, “that this increase in 
strength, despite battle losses, is 
due in part to the purchases from 
American airplane industries 
manned by American workers.” 

Noting that he hoped the Priori- 
ties Board would approve the or- 
der of 12,000 additional planes to 
Britain, he pointed out that this 
would bring Britain’s present order 
for American military planes to 
more than 26,000. 

“We must remember,” he added, 
“that these orders will require still 
more plant facilities so that the 
present program of building planes 
for military purposes both for the 
United States and Great Britain 
will not be interrupted.” 

The crowd approved this promise 
of increased employment with ap- 
plause, 

The President ended his address 
on the note of Americanism, ob- 
serving that while “we are Anglo- 
Saxon, Latin, Irish, Teuton, Jewish, 
Scandinavian and Slav—we are 
American.” Declaring that voters

Insurance company executives 
here are receiving form letters from 
the “Peoples’ Committee to Defend 
Life Insurance and Savings,” with 
headquarters in Philadelphia, solic- 
iting their aid in the campaign to 
elect Wendell Willkie and appealing 
for funds to send special pamphlets 
to the 320,000 insurance agents in 
states classified as “doubtful” in

The letters assert the continua- 
tion of the New Deal would be in- 
jurious to insurance agents and 
policyholders, predicting inflation 
would result from further govern- 
mental spendings. Although ingur- 
ance companies are prohibited by 
law from engaging in politics, the 
letters state, agents may do so as 
citizens, and all over the country 
they are devoting their time and ef- 
fort to the distribution of pro-Will- 
kie leaflets.

TEXT OF WILLKIE'S BALTIMORE ADDRESS 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 31. (AP). 


OLLOWING is the prepared text 
F:: an address last night by 

Wendell L. Willkie, Republican 
presidential nominee: 

People of Maryland: 

I am deeply touched by this gen- 
erous welcome. It comes from a 
people who have contributed much 
to the free way of life in America. 


Here, in the free State of Mary- 
land, your forefathers gave Amer- 
ica two great democratic principles: 
religious freedom and the right of 
- Jocal self-government. 

In 1938, you defended your right 
to govern yourselves by your own 
representatives. You rebuked the 
New Deal with your votes. You 
rejected an attempt by the third- 
term candidate to purge one of your 
United States Senators. And by 
an overwhelming majority you re- 
turned Millard E. Tydings to the 
Senate. You did well, not only to 
rebuke the presumption of the 
purge, but to assure yourselves a 
good Senator. 

Once again you are called on to 
rebuke the New Deal and reject 
its attempt to force candidates on 
you. et 

You will repudiate its attempt to 
mervert our free in® itutions and 
take us down the road of complete 
state domination. 

With your ballots you will reaf- 
firm the common law of the United 
States: no man shall serve: three 
consecutive terms as President. 


Duty of U. S. to Keep 


Democratic Traditions. 


The world across the oceans is in 
fiames. New wars, and formidable 
alliances of force against democ- 
racy are the order of the day. Free- 
dom abroad has fallen before the 
onslaught of the aggressors. Only 
on the small island of Britain does 
it still hold out. 

We in America are left almost 
alone. Ours is the duty to hold fast 
‘the great traditions of democracy. 

Our problem is to protect those 
traditions and those rights. Our 
problem is to preserve free enter- 
prise. Unless we do so, our democ- 
racy will die. 

We can protect our traditions and 
our rights by asserting them, and 
by practicing them. 

We can preserve free enterprise 
by making America strong. 

The third-term candidate has 
suggested recently that the third- 
term candidate is the only man who 
can protect America. 

We reject the fatal doctrine of 
indispensability. 

One-man rule always leads to the 
road to war. 

The third-term candidate and 
and those who are associated with 
him have much to say about his 
foresight. He says he saw the on- 
rush of the present crisis far ahead. 

Now, of course if this is true, 
the reason for it is that the Presi- 
dent makes use of our State De- 
partment. That is not a political 
but a permanent organization. It 
consists in trained experts. To 
them information comes in a con- 
stant stream -from an _ equally 
trained permanent foreign service 
located in our embassies, ministries, 
and consulates abroad. The third- 
term candidate has no monopoly on 
this information: It is always 
available to any President. 

It is the people’s information. It 
ls the people’s property. But, of 
course, the mere possession of in- 
formation does not guarantee good 
judgment in its use. 


Charge That President 


Disregarded Warnings. 


And by the third-term candi- 
date’s own record, we know that 
during the last many years he dis- 
regarded the repeated warnings of 
his own diplomatic and military ex- 


perts. Yet from 1933 until 1939, 
he made no adequate move toward 
giving the United States modern- 
ized defense. 

In this threatening year of 1940, 
in January, he requested an in- 
crease in the defense budget of only 
$250,000,000. He said that, despite 
contrary expert opinion, that 
amount was sufficient. 


But a few months after he ex- 
pressed that opinion, he was forced 
to ask Congress for one billion five 
hundred million dollars more. Aft- 
er that he then had to go back to 
Congress four times. In this year of 
1940, Congress increased the de- 
fense budget by ten billion dollars 
—including contract authorizations. 
That is 40 times more than the in- 
crease the President requested aft- 
er rejecting expert information he 
had received. 


So much for the doctrine of the 
indispensably informed man. He 
either does not act at all on the in- 
formation, or he disregards it. 

Our economic system has been in 
a state of depression during his en- 
tire New Deal administration. We 
shall have approximately nine mil- 
lion unemployed. His only defense 
has been a boast about some re- 
cent employment in armament 
work, 

Will you keep an administration 
whose only cure for unemployment 
is the manufacture of armament 
which its candidate himself has 


icalled a house of cards?

them. 
Protection of U. S. 


in War-Torn World. 


I want to talk to you tonight 
about the protection of America— 
protection in a violent and war- 
torn world. 

The duty of the President is to 
protect the interests of the United 
States. These interests come first. 
All of my policies will start with 
this question: What is best for the 
United States? 

In protecting America, the main- 
tenance of peace in the Western 
Hemisphere will be my objective. 
The President must be dedicated 
to the objective of peace in our part 
of the world. 

Aid to Britain to the limits of 
prudence for our own safety is 
essential to that objective. 

I have given you my pledge many 
times over: I will work for peace. 
We are against sending our boys 
into any war other than the defense 
of our own country. 

The third-term candidate has al- 
so pledged himself to peace. Some 
nights ago he said—and I quote— 
“T repeat again that I stand on 
the platform of our party: that we 
will not participate in foreign 
wars, and we will not send our 
army, naval or air forces to fight 
in foreign lands outside of the 
Americas except in case of attack.” 

That is his pledge. 

And now, let me read you some- 
thing more he said. I quote: “I 
reaffirmed my attitude on this 
question. The thing has been said, 
therefore, in plain English three 
times in my speeches. It is stated 
without qualification in the plat- 
form and I have announced my 
unqualified acceptance of that plat- 
form. 

“So much for that misrepresenta- 
tion.” 

That’s what he said. 

This second paragraph I just 
quoted from the third-term candi- 
date is a strong pledge. It is just 
as strong as the first pledge. They 
both pledge him to Democratic 
platform planks. But the second 
one was not made about peace. It 
was made in 1932 about sound 
money. 

And in April, 1933, five months 


after the third-term candidate had 


pledged himself to sound money 
with those strong words, he aban- 
doned sound money, devalued the 
dollar. And he still retains in his 
own hands power to devalue it fur- 
ther, 

I ask you whether his pledge 
for peace is going to last any 
longer than his pledge for sound 
money. 

‘On the basis of his past perform- 
ance with pledges to the people, 
why shouldn’t we expect to be at 
war by April, 1941, if he is elected? 


U. S. Relationship 
With Other Nations. 


That is the first requirement for 
the protection of America—a 
pledge to work for peace, and good 
faith in that pledge and another 
requirement has to do with our re- 
lationship with other nations. This 
is the field of diplomacy. 


A nation cannot have an effective 
diplomacy unless it is a strong and 
effective nation. But however 
strong we are, our diplomacy should 
be circumspect, wise and consis- 
tent. During the last eight years, 
the third-term candidate has made 
reckless flights into the field of 
diplomacy. These flights were made 
entirely on his own initiative. And 
they have contributed to the con- 
fusion of the world. 

Statements of the _ third-term 
candidate made in 1939 led British 
observers to publish opinions that 
the United States would partici- 
pate in a European war. These 


jstatements of the third-term can- 


didate were probably made with 
good motives. But they had that 
misleading effect. 

The interests of the United 
States would have been better 
served if the third-term candidate 
had been outspokenly for peace and 
non-participation at that time—in- 
stead of waiting to pledge it in an 
election. 

Even as late as June 10, 1940, he 
startled the world. He declared 
of Italy that’ the hand that held 
the dagger “has struck it into the 
back of its neighbor.” In the capi- 
tals of Europe this bit of oratory 
was not taken as a move to keep 
the United States at peace. 

On Oct. 5, 1937, the third-term 
candidate called for the quarantine 
of aggressors. But his policy with 
regard to aggressors has really 
tended to strengthen rather than to 
quarantine them. 

For instance, we have consistent- 
ly proclaimed our sympathy for 
China. But at the same time we 
were exporting millions of dollars’ 
worth of scrap iron and high-proof 
aviation gasoline to Japan, which 
was making war on China. 

We have consistently expressed 
our sympathy for Britain—and the 
need for aid to Britain. Yet just a 
few weeks ago we released a ship- 
ment of seven million dollars’ 
worth of machine tools to Russia, 
the ally of Germany. 

Thus we are helping those na- 
tions which the third-term candi- 
date says should be quarantined. 

That is no way to protect our- 
selves. 

As President I will not help to 
mechanize the Red Army so that 
it can carry out its purposes. We 
shall feel well content to mechanize 
the army of the United States. 


Must Be Prepared 
To Defend Ourselves. 


Appeasement is the surest way to 
war. No American would stand 
for appeasement. Nor shall we. 

But to avoid it we must be pre- 
pared to defend ourselves. Under 
the New Deal we have not become 
prepared, 

And it will take a minimum of 
18 months to equip us with even 
an inadequate protection. 

Under the New Deal it would 
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THE NEW RINSO GOES SO 
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probably take much longer than 
that. Have you ever heard of a 
New Deal building project that was 
finished on schedule? 


We pledge you to devote all our 
energy and our experience to build- 
ing you the army and the navy 
that we so desperately need. 

We pledge you a defense program 
that will. mobilize the energies of 
America swiftly and confidently. 


With regard to the defense pro-j * 


gram, there are a number of things 
that need to be done at once. 

First, we must make certain that 
there is no delay in providing hous- 
ing for our new soldiers. 

Second, we must obtain supplies 
of raw materials which are not now 
pr-“uced in the United States—rub- 
ber, tin and other things essential 
to national defense. 

Third, we must make defense 
weapons which we need and make 
them faster and in larger quanti- 
ties. 


Fourth, we must hasten decision 
on the types of defense arms that 
we want industry to build. It is far 
better to have a large number of 
good and serviceable defense wea? 
ons on hand than it is to have a 
few dream ones on order. 


Fifth, we would centralize re- 
sponsibility. We would take to 
heart the lessons of the World War 
which showed that high speed pro- 
duction of defense weapons can 
never be obtained if able indus- 
triflists are used only in an advis- 
ory capacity. That was tried in 
the World War and if failed. Yet 
it is being tried again today. We 
would appoint a chairman and give 
him and his associates authority— 
and hold them responsible. If he 
did not get results—if tanks and 
planes and guns did not begin rall- 
ing off the assembly line—he would 
go, and we would appoint someone 
else. 


Sixth, we must devote congres- 
sional defense appropriations to de- 
fense purposes, instead of boondog- 
gling them. 

For instance, we must never per- 
mit the condition which existed in 
1937 to 1939, whereby only 3 per 
cent of the army appropriations 
was spent for training. This is. out- 
rageous. The army should train 
as an army, just as a navy trains 
as a fleet. 


Basic Elements 
In U. S. Protection. 


Here, then, are three basic ele- 
ments in the protection of Amer- 
ica: good faith in the pursuit of 
peace for this hemisphere; a wise 
and consistent diplomacy; and a 
strong military and naval defense 
force. 


Yet there is one requirement un- 
derlying these requirements, which 
is more important than any other. 
This is the requirement that we 
here in America shall live and pros- 
per, that we shall trade with one 
another, and do business with one 
another, and that we shall con- 
tinue the extraordinary progress in 
the arts of production that char- 
acterized our history for one hun- 
dred and fifty years. The entire 
purpose of armament and diplo- 
macy is to serve that fundamental 
requirement. 

We cannot hope to sustain the 
enormous defense program that 
now faces us, we cannot hope to 
bear the burden of that debt and 
of taxes, unless we have produc- 
tion enough to support them. 

Production, which has been de- 
nied us, is essential not only to as- 
Sure us. peace and the fruits of 
peace, but to assure us our free- 
dom, both now and hereafter. 

Let’s look ahead. 


Let’s suppose that the European 
war has ended. What kind of a 
world will we face then? 

Regardless of which side is vic- 
torious, we will face a world of 


economic chaos. Europe will be in 
the throes of a severe deflation. 
Millions of men demobilized from 
the armies will be seeking work. 
The European couhtries will be 
trying to adjust their industries to 
a peace-time basis after the great 
effort of war-time production. 


In a world fated by these eco- 
nomic problems, we will face our 
own grave problems. He will be 
confronted with the continued task 
of finding job opportunities for our 
people, of bringing about increased 
business enterprise, of achievihg 
parity income for the farmer. 

These are the very problems 
which the New Dealers have failed 


and which they are 
trained to solve, 
son to suppose that they will be 
any better able to solve them in 
the still more difficult conditions 
which will exist after the war?

BRIDGE BONDS OFFERED 
T0 PUBLIC AT $101 


Syndicate, That Got $100 Coun- 
ty Securities at $95, Stands to 
Make $156,000 Gross Profit. 


The $2,600,000! revenue bond is- 
sue for the higHway bridge across 
the Mississippi “River, sold by St. 
Louis County to a syndicate of in- 
vestment firms at the rate of $95 
for each $100 bond, was offered to 
the public today by the syndicate 
at $101. 

At this rate the syndicate, head- 
ed by Hemphill, Noyes & Co., New 
York, would take a gross profit 
of $156,000 if all the bonds are sola 
at the offering price. Members of 
the syndicate, which was the high- 
est of four bidders, include Bitting, 
Jones & Co. and G. H. Walker & 
Co. of St. Louis. 

Meredith C. Jones of Bitting, 
Jones & Co., said that, while the 
issue was attractive, the expense 
of selling bonds based on estimated 
revenue was high. He added that 
the rate of $95 to a $100 bond, which 
St. Louis County received, is higher 
than the rate paid for two other 
bridge issues in the Mississippi Val- 
ley, at Rock Island and Chester, IIL, 
recently. The county’s bridge bonds 
are not general obligations, but are 
secured by prospective revenue 
from bridge tolls. 

“We paid about $75,000 more than 
the next highest bidder,” Jones 
said. He added that while a spread 
of five points was customary, the 
selling price is a matter of judg- 
ment by the broker. Selling ex-

By Principals

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PPARENTLY there is lit- 

A te chance that Normandy 

and University City will 

break off athletic relations be- 
cause of yesterday's battle. 

Today, J. E. Baker, principal 
of University City High, said: 
“TIT can't see why relations 
should be broken. I think it a 
matter to be left to the 
coaches.” 

The same view was expressed 
by H. L. Green, Normandy prin- 
cipal. “Of course, the matter 
will be reported to the Board of 
Education but I believe the 
coaches of the two schools will 
be allowed to settle the whole 
thing.” 

When the referee yesterday after- 
noon started a game between Nor- 
mandy and University City high 
schools, prospects were for a hard- 
fought game with the decision in 
doubt. The decision still is some- 
what in doubt, for the lads of both 
teams, with the help of many spec- 
tators, turned the football skirmish 
into a free-for-all pitched battle. 
Unable to restore order, the offi- 
cials and Coaches Jim Major and 
“Stub” Muhl agreed to the calling 
of the game in the final period 

with the score 14 to 7 in favor of 

University City. 

About eight minutes of play re- 
mained in the final. period when 
the battling began. The ball, U. 
City in possession, was on Norman- 
dy’s 27-yard line. Rifkin, U. City 
back, plowed off tackle, there was 
a pileup after Moroso, Normandy 
back, stopped the play, and then 
the firing broke out on all sides. 
Nobody seems to know how or why 
it all began. U. City players claimed 
Kennedy, U. City guard, showed 
his disgust at a decision or lack of 
decision on the part of an official 
end waved his hand in the air in 
so doing. Then, the players said, 
Moroso began to swing and every- 
body joined in. 

Rather Indefinite. 

Normandy players were more in- 
definite. One of them declared that 
“all at once, the University City 
team started swinging and there 
was a fight and that’s all there 
was to it.” 

Major and Muhl, coaches, respec- 
tively, of Normandy and U. City, 
decided that rather than risk fur- 
ther fighting, the game should be 
called and the score—U. City 14, 
Normandy 7—stand. Neither coach 
was of the opinion that relations 
between the two schools would be 
seriously affected. Both called it 
“one of those things” that happen 
in schoo] football. 

The game was hard fought and 
a bit rough from the very start. 
U. City scored first, getting a touch- 
down and point in the _ second 
period. Appleby, U. City fullback, 
passed from his own 45-yard line 
to Howell on Normandy’s 20-yard 
mark and Howell ran over, Appleby 
converting the extra point. 

Normandy evened the count in 
this period, Aussieker scoring after 
a steady march of 43 yards. Aus- 
sicker place-kicked the extra point 
and it was all even. In the third 
period, U. City marched 68 yards 
to a touchdown with Appleby again 
converting. The brief and stirring 
story of the fourth period already 
has been told. 

Normandy had the better of the 
ground-gaining throughout, making 
seven first downs to four for U. 
City. But the score remained 14 
to 7. 
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Second Battle. 

The fight marked the _ second 
“battle” in which University City 
has participated. In the final game 
of the 1935 season, the Indians and 
Maplewood tangled and relations 
between the two schools were brok- 
en for three years. Maplewood 
won that game, 7-6, on a pass from 
Paul Christman, now star at Mis- 
souti.

ELL, more legions are gath- 
Werne in support of Cochems 
as the first developer of the 
forward pass... Letters are still 
arriving in support of Cochems 
as against Rockne, in this respect. 
The latest contributors include 
Willis Johnson, center rush for 
the St. Louis University team 
back in the days of Martin Dela- 
ney; Dr. L, L. “Spuds” Irwin, 
tackle of the famous Cochems 
machine in 1906-7, and Fred W. 
“Fritz” Lehman =Jr., standout 
backfield player for Washington 
University in 1905. 


“Without the whisper of an 
argument,” writes Johnson, 
“Cochems was in 1906 not only 
master of the forward pass, 
but the pioneer of pigskin 
distance throwing on any field 

. Rockne came along seven 
years later.” 

Irwin, now a prosperous physi- 
cian in Bloomington, IIl., says 
there is no shadow of a doubt 
that Cochems was first to mas- 
ter the long and the short for- 
ward pass.

EHMAN, now a lawyer in 

Des Moines, Ia., writes that 

while the name of the in- 
ventor of the long pass still is 
shrouded in the mists of years, 
Cochems deserves recognition as 
the first developer of the dis- 
tance heave. . . And he sheds an 
interesting light on the early 
efforts of players, in  experi- 
menting with the long throw as 
follows: 


“Some time prior to 1895 as a 
boy I saw a Drake player at prac- 
tice. He loved to catch a punt 
and then throw the ball back over 
the punter’s head. 


“He grabbed the ball by the 
middle, caught his fingers in 
the lacing, threw it overhanded, 
using shoulder, elbow and 
wrist. The ball traveled fast 
and low, twisting on its long 
axis. He could outpass any 
punter on the squad. His pass 
was absolutely the long for- 
ward throw of today.”

Lehman adds that the pass so 
impressed him that he practiced 
it as a kid, but had little success 
until he grew up, when his larg- 
er hand enabled him to get the 
requisite grip on the-ball. He 
found he, too, could outpass the 
punters. Lehman resumes: 


“By 1905, I was through col- 
lege, in law school and playing 
on Washington University. That 
was the last year of the old style 
football. We still had three downs 
and five yards to gain. The for- 
ward pass was illegal. 

“This team used the pass on a 
‘sleeper’ play. The ‘sleeper’ is as 
old as football. One man lined 
up, off to the side, and the quar- 
terback made a long lateral pass 
to him. The weakness was that 
the pass was high and slow and 
the man could not be very far 
out, 

“We waited until we were 
close to one sideline, sent the 
man clear to the other sideline. 


Technique of 


underhand pass could reach 
him, so they let him alone. 
Then I threw the ball over- 
handed, low and hard. The 
‘sleeper’ was old, but the pass 
was a surprise. 

“We worked this play repeat- 
edly and successfully through 
the season. Look up Danny 
Dillon and ask him about this. 
He was usually the sleeper.

Cochems’ Pass. 


6OT sir fall of 1906 was the 
first year of the ‘new’ 
football. Four downs and 
10 yards to gain, with forward 
passing permitted. Eddie Coch- 
ems coached the St. Louis Univer- 
sity team that year. He had Jack 
Schneider at fullback and Brad- 
bury Robinson at half or end. 
“IT have stood in the middle of 
the field and passed over the 
goal which was then 55 yards 


away. Schneider threw harder, 
faster and further than I did. 


“There was little difference 
between Schneider and Robin- 
son. They both threw the mod- 
ern overhand pass. They called 
it the ‘projectile’ or ‘torpedo’ 
pass. No other team that we 
saw or heard of was using this” 
pass. Even Carlisle, coached 
by Warner, famous for his in- 
genuity, was using the slow, 
high, short underhand pass. 


“Linemen had not learned to 
crowd the passer. Schneider 
would get the ball, fuss around, 
step back and kill time. A couple 
of teammates would go down the 
field so far that they seemed 
crazy and then stop and look 
around. They were so far off, 
no underhand passer could reach 
them with two passes. 


“Then Schneider would line 
a pass to them so fast that it 
did not seem possible. I have 
seen Frank Acker 20 yards be- 
hind the last defense man, 
stand still and wave his hand

British Using Psychiatry to Cure 
Cases of Bomb and Shell Shock

HE widespread use of psychi- 
7 sty in dealing with cases of 

shell and bomb shock—now of- 
ficially known as “war neuroses” 
promises to reduce drastically the 
humber of those suffering from 
the effect of the war on nerves. 
At present, the method has been 
used most extensively in army 
cases but a staff is ready to deal 
with civilian cases. 

For an hour and a half during 
the week end I sat in a corner 
of a hospital room listening to a 
Soldier suffering from shell shock 
recount his experiences and re-live 
them. It was the third time he had 
done so since his admission to the 
hospital, and the doctor’s verdict 
Was that probably another three 
Or four treatments would free the 
Man from the terror in which he 
was living. 

In this case Private Smith was 
suffering the effects of several 

eavy bombings, his symtoms the 
Same as in shell shock. While the 
Soothing hynotic voice of the psy- 
Chiatrist urged Smith to talk about 
his experiences, the drug which 
&cts on the mid-brain was assisting 
Smith to recall moments which 
his mind previously had refused to 
Temember.

Fields, to Handle 
10,000 Planes if I 
Had Them. J

OW that our national defense 
N business is on the sprint, glar- 

ing deficiencies will disclose 
t’ 2mselves in unexpected quarters, 
at unexpected times. What we do 
is being done in a near panic. It is 
being doné hurriedly with no time 
for long-range planning, no solid 


fcundation of policy which will 
permit of careful, businesslike ex- 
pansion. 


Most of these deficiencies will 
crop up in our air rearmament. That 
word rearmament is in fact a mis- 
nomer, because we never had a 
real air force. Time and again dur- 
ing the last 20 years airmen have 
warned the Government about the 
scarcity of adequate military air 
fields around this country. Repeat- 
edly the bottlenecks of air fields 
leading to and from certain parts 
of the country have been indi- 
cated as critical] deficiencies in time 
of emergency expansion. But all 
these warnings have fallen on 
deaf ears, or on ears more inter- 
ested in civic and service politics 
than in air defense. 


There are some airways in this 
country that are useless from a 
defense standpoint. There is no 
earthly use of building thousands 
and thousands of airplanes, even on 
paper, without planning adequate 
airways. It is like starting an au- 
tomobile company in the Sahara 
desert with only one road in and 
out. 

If the United States, by some 
dark magic, were given 10,000 air- 
planes we would be the laughing 
stock of the world because of our 
lack of airways and airports from 
which they could be flown. 


The first flareback from this de- 
ficiency is now beginning to be 
felt. The United States Air Corps 
i; speeding up its recruiting, de- 
ivery of planes and training op- 
erations. Having no adequate sys- 
tem of airports of its own, the 
Army is beginning to pour into 


and crowding airline transvorta- 
tion and private flying. Flying a 


lot will do well to keep on going 
and awoid any field that’s crowded 
with rows of Air Corps planes. 
Whatever fuel and oil tanks and 
s..vicing facilities that were al- 


ly taken over by the Army or are 
devoted to types of fuel that meet 
Army engine specifications and are 
unfit for private planes. 


It is true that most of the fields 
in the country have been expanded 
with the aid of Federal Govern- 
ment funds, which the original un- 
derwriting having been done by lo- 
cal communities. But those fields 
are primarily for airline transpor- 
tation work and private air travel. 
Where has the army been all these 
years, while the rest of the world 
has been building airpower? 


The navy boasts of contracting 
for 15,000 planes. What is the navy 
going to do with them? From what 
bases are they to be operated? I 
doubt if the aircraft carriers now 
in commission and building will 
accommodate more than 1500 planes 
at sea with the fleet. And the rest? 
Well, the country might as well get 
set for a renewal of the row be- 
tween the army and navy over 
which is to run our coast defense 
air patrols.

More German Advisers and Technical Experts 
Arriving All the Time, Working Chiefly 
With Army, Navy, Secret Service, Finance

HERE has been no turn for 
T the better in the Far East 

since Japan made its big plunge 
into the Axis camp. If anything, 
the situation is becoming more 
precarious and the outlook more 
ominous. Though startled by the 
unexpectedly militant reaction to 
the three-way Axis pact, the Jap- 
anése army shows no inclination 
to deviate or retreat from the 
headlong course it has charted. I 
have dependable information from 
Tokyo that, since Japan signed the 
Axis agreement, collaboration  be- 
tween the German and Japanese 
governments has become. daily 
more intimate. By the same token 
the chances for back-tracking have 
become daily smaller. 
German advisers and technical 
experts already are numerous, but 
more are continuing to arrive. Ger- 
man assistance to the Japanese is 
being concentrated in four depart- 
ments of the Government—the 
army, the navy, the Home Minis- 
try (secret service) and the Minis- 
try of Finance. Military and naval 
staff talks between the Axis part- 
ners are said to be well advanced. 


Gestapo at Work. 


Agents of the Gestapo also are 
helping to inject efficiency into the 
Japanese police system, to control 
democratic propaganda and to put 
the finger on undesirable foreign- 
ers. : 


In the Ministry of Finance there 
are claimed to be at least three rep- 
resentatives of the German Reichs- 
bank who are showing the Japanese 
how to strengthen their economic 
and monetary foundations. 

The significance of all this is that 
the Japanese have solicited and 
are receiving the benefit of German 
experience and German technical 
knowledge at the weakest points 
of their national structure. The 
German hand can plainly be seen 
in several recent shifts in Japanese 
policy. 

It is no secret that the Germans 
are lending their influence to as- 
sist the Japanese to consummate 
some kind of rapprochement with 
Soviet Russia. 


Signs of Nazi Influence. 


Renewed Japanese attempts to 
conclude peace with China, which 
are making no headway, are a 
manifestation of the policy which 
the Germans have strongly advo- 
cated. 

Japan’s newest economic and fi- 
nancial restrictions in North and 
Central China show signs of Ger- 
man origin. It seems evident that 
the Nazi advisers have been given 
access to Japan’s innermost coun- 
cils. 

Military and naval attaches of 
the democratic Powers have had 
one door after another closed in 
their faces. Not so the Germans.

Republican Cries of Warmongering, Demo- 
crats’ Charges That Hitler Supports 
Willkie Are Giving False Picture to Rest 
of World, Endangering Peace for U. S. 


F tention to it this week, next 
week when the election is over 
many more will wish they had set 
their faces more sternly against 
what George Washington called 
“the baneful effects of the spirit 
of party generally.” For each side 
in this contest is resorting to a 
line of argument which, whatever 
it may be worth as a device for 
catching votes by bamboozling the 
innocent, is profoundly injurious to 
the peace and the security of the 
nation. 
There is the effort of leading 
Democrats to make it appear that 
the election of Willkie will be a 
victory for Hitler; there is the ef- 
fort of leading Republicans, and 
their new friend, Mr. John L, Lewis, 
to make it appear that the defeat 
of Roosevelt will keep the country 
out of war. Mr. Willkie’s partisans 
see clearly how deplorable it is to 
charge Mr. Willkie with being the 
candidate of Hitler. Mr. Roosevelt’s 
partisans see clearly how shocking- 
ly unfair it is to charge Mr. Roose- 
velt with being a warmonger. But 
such is the baneful effect of the 
spirit of party that few voices are 
raised in impartial and vehement 
protest against the two calumnies 
simultaneously. Yet once the votes 
have been counted, and no matter 
who is the winner, the very first 
thir.g,we shall have to do if we are 
to unite and hold high our position 
in this dangerous world will be to 
undo the mischief, to wash out the 
stains, to heal the wounds, that 
are being caused.

UCH casuistry has been em- 
ployed in an effort to demon- 
strate that the one side or 
the other was the first to sin. This 
is a waste of effort. For one foul 
blow does not justify another. It 
is the country that is injured when 
foul blows are exchanged, and if 
the democratic system is to work, 
it can only be made to work if in 
the vital matters affecting the se- 
curity of the nation, the leaders 
and spokesmen of each party insist 
upon restraint.

A SPURIOUS WILLKIE ARGUMENT. 


In attempting to answer the President’s charge in 
his Madison Square Garden address that Republicans 
in Congress had attempted to obstruct national de- 
fense legislation, the best Mr. Willkie has been able 
to do is to assert that Mr. Roosevelt's recommenda- 
tions for armament funds were too small in past 
months and years. 

The Republican candidate coins a glib phrase 
in contrasting Mr. Roosevelt’s budget recommenda- 
tion for national defense last January with the 
‘amount Congress eventually appropriated. The 
| President recommended an increase of $250,000,000 
‘last January, Mr. Willkie-says (he actually asked 
| for $572,000,000), while Congress later voted an ad- 
‘ditional 10 billions. “Thus,” Mr. Willkie gibes, “he 
was only one-fortieth right” (in January). 

This may seem on the surface to be a devastating 
criticism. It will not seem so if one recalls the 
world situation as it stood last January. A consider- 
able wrench of memory is required to do this, so 
earth-shaking have been the events since then, but 
the effort is well worth while. 

Last January, the European conflict was still in its 
‘alleged “phony war” stage. The Allies were firmly 
intrenched behind the supposedly impregnable Magi- 
not line; the Germans were sitting in their power- 
ful Siegfried line, save for occasional submarine 
forays at sea. The Polish campaign was over; the 
only actual fighting at that time was between Russia 
and Finland. The Western front was virtually off 
the front pages. Here in St. Louis, the major head- 
lines were devoted to the School Board scandal, the 
Union Electric scandal, the Nick case and the resig- 
nation otf Coach Conzelman at Washington University. 
It was a period of calm, months before the Nazi 
forces burst out to conquer Norway and Denmark, 
then let loose their Blitzkrieg and swept over Hol- 
land, Belgium, Luxembourg and France. Only after 
those events did national defense become a burning 
issue in the United States. In January, a predic- 
tion that such lightning-swift conquests were coming 
would have been laughed to scorn. The military 
experts didn’t foresee these shocking developments. 
Neither did Mr. Roosevelt, nor the Republican party, 
nor the president of Commonwealth & Southern. 

The talk in Congress and over the nation at that 
time was all of economy, of budget balancing, of the 
national debt limit. Mr. Roosevelt had to proceed 
cautiously to get in even his moderate proposals for 
greater defense funds. He had to pare relief, farm 
benefits, public works, the CCC, the NYA. What a 
roar would have gone up had he tacked on 10 billions 
at that time, as Mr. Willkie, with excellent hindsight, 
now indicates he should have done! 

As it was, the proposed increases for national de- 
fense were looked into pretty sharply by Republicans 
in Congress. Senator McNary, now the candidate for 
Vice-President, wanted a special investigation made. 
Senator Taft, speaking in Chicago Jan. 5 on how 
the President might balance the budget, had for one 
of his major points: “Play no favorites; subject army 
and navy estimates to critical analysis.” He added: 
“A good deal of the new spending is proposed, not 
for the sake of defense, but for the sake of spend- 
ing.” 

In such an atmosphere, the President would have 
faced a howl of outraged opposition had he asked 
for billions instead of millions, and he would have 
got only a minor fraction of what he wanted. His 
recommendations were well in keeping with the 
needs visible at the time, and with the temper of the 
country. In his message, Mr. Roosevelt summed it 
up well when he commented on the proposed in- 
creases as follows: 

They are not as great as enthusiastic alarmists 
seek. They are not as small as unrealistic per- 
sons claiming private information would de- 
mand. 

As the Nazi war machine in later months demon- 
strated its terrifying power, Mr. Roosevelt made ad- 
ditional defense recommendations, and Congress has- 
tened to enact them. He did make a mistake in 
June in suggesting that Congress go home, and we 
said it was a mistake at the time. Because a majority 
of Democrats insisted, Congress remained in session 
against his wish (thus proving it isn’t the rubber- 
stamp Congress some Republican spokesmen have 
called it), and the nation’s program of rearmament 
got under way. 

Mr. Willkie has a remarkably weak argument in 
attempting to indict the President for neglecting the 
defense job. Only the most impressionable of voters 
would be moved by it. The Republican candidate is 
expected to devote a large part of his remaining 
speeches to defense issues, but this particular point 
is so far-fetched that he would do well to abandon it.

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THE LONELY ROAD. 
The speech of John L. Lewis in support of the 
presidential ambition of Wendell Willkie became al- 
most overnight the most tragic boomerang in the 
history of American political campaigns. Delivered 
in the hope of bringing the labor vote, one of the 
foundation stones of the President’s strength, to the 
banners of Mr. Willkie, it has become for Mr. Lewis 
a covenant with oblivion. 
In less than 24 hours, he was repudiated by the 
leaders of the very strongest unions in the CIO. The 
Mine Workers, the Clothing Workers, the Automo- 
bile Workers, the Textile Workers, the Rubber Work- 
ers, the Steel Workers, the Longshoremen, the Inland 
Boatmen and many other internationals reasserted 
their support of Mr. Roosevelt. 
And this re-dedication was made the more effec- 
tive by hundreds of telegrams from regional coun- 
cils and individual locals in confirmation of the 
stand of their national leaders, Special meetings 
were convened evérywhere from New York to San 
Francisca. American Federation of Labor groups 
and leaders joined in the protest. When, before, has 
there been such a clear and measurable demonstra- 
tion of labor unity? 
Leaders in the protest were some of the closest 
associates of the CIO leader, men who, out of con- 
sideration for hardships endured, battles. fought and 
victories won, must have been sorely tempted to tem- 
per their words. Yet three of them walked into one 
Miners’ local, took a picture of Lewis from the wall 
and tore it to bits. 
So sharp and so positive has been the reaction that 
Mr. Willkie’s partisans seem to have dropped their 
new ally like a hot coal. After all, they never liked 
him; in fact, they have berated him in the past as a 
demagogue, rabble-rouser and dangerous radical. If

he can bring them no votes—and so far he has been | 


seconded only by a very few left-wing extremists, 
had they not better be wary lest he cost them more 


than a few? 
Today Mr. Lewis is walking down the lonely road. 


THE AMERICA FIRST COMMITTEE. 

The powerful Committee to Defend America by 
Aiding the Allies, otherwise known as the William 
Allen White Committee, now has a rival in the Amer- 
ica First Committee, whose leading spirit is Gen. 
R. E. Wood, a distinguished ex-army officer, now 
head of Sears, Roebuck & Co, 

To a certain extent, the aims of these two commit- 
tees are the same. Both recognize the totalitarian 
threat to the United States. But they would meet 
this threat in different ways. The ‘White Com- 
mittee is in favor of a bold and, we think, rash pol- 
icy of sending equipment of the United States army 
and navy to Britain in such a way as to jeopardize 
the country’s neutral status. It is apparently not 
content with sending te Britain all she can buy from 
our private manufacturers, According to a recent 
report, this aid is considerable, amounting, in the 
matter of airplanes alone, to 500 a month. The 
White Committee has some members who have said 
they are in favor of declaring war on Germany at 
once. 

The America First Committee is what its name 
implies. It favors helping the Allies, too, but not 
at the danger of putting us into the war and not 
at the danger of weakening our own defenses. Its 
four-point creed reads as follows: 

1. The United States must build an impreg- 
nable defense for America. 

2. No foreign Power nor group of Powers can 
successfully attack a prepared America. 

3. Our Government’s sending more of its own 
ships, planes and materials of war to a belliger- 
ent overseas dangerously weakens national de- 
fense at home and threatens to involve America 


in war abroad. 

4. American democracy can be preserved only 
by keeping out @f war in Europe and Asia. 

The America First Committee was formed only a 
few weeks ago, but it is growing fast. The com- 
mittee has been extremely careful to guard its mem- 
bership against subversive elements of all kinds, It 
includes such names as Charles Francis Adams, for- 
mer Secretary of the Navy; William R. Castle, former 
Undersecretary of State; Gen. Thomas Hammond, 
Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, Hanford MacNider, former 
head of the American Legion; Jay C. Hormel, Capt. 
Edward Rickenbacker, the famous World War ace, 
and Dr. George H. Whipple, Nobel Prize winner. 

We believe implicitly’in the sincerity of the White 
Committee, but we do not agree with its methods. 
It is a wholesome thing to have in the field of in- 
fluencing opinion a counter-organization like the 
America First Committee. The latter has created, 
so to speak. a two-party system in the field of propa- 
ganda as to America’s attitude toward the war. 
Henceforth, the White Committee will not have the 


field to itself.

AL SMITH’S SUBSTITUTE FOR RELIEF. 

Alfred E. Smith, when Governor of New York and 
when candidate for President, was known as a great 
humanitarian, deyoted to relieving distress and bet- 
tering the lot of the under-privileged. But what a 
change he has undergone since he became the “Un- 
happy Warrior”! 

Now Mr. Smith makes a campaign speech criticising 
the administration for its relief expenditures. If the 
20 billions had been spent for armaments instead, he 
says, “our whole unemployment problem would be 
solved and we would have adequate defense.” 

We would have adequate defense, beyond a doubt, 
though the expenditure of billions annually for arm- 
aments before Europe’s war began would never have 
been approved by Congress or the people. Mean- 
while, what would have become of the destitute and 
unemployed? Employment in arms plants and allied 
industries would not have been available to more 
than a fraction. The millions of unemployables, the 
unskilled, the women and children, the needy in 
rural districts would simply have starved if there 
had been no public relief. 

Of course, ex-Gov. Smith knows better than to 
Suggest an arms program as a substitute for relief. 
But any sort of demagogic utterance is seemingly 
in order when an aggrieved opponent sets out to 
discredit the administration. 
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Two St. Louis dental researchers have discovered 
a new variety of toothache. Science is certainly won- 
derful. 
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AN EXERCISE IN FUTILITY. 

Unwittingly, Norman Thomas hag given some 
American voters a very self-satisfying way of escap- 
ing their duty on election day. These people would 
Shudder at the mere suggestion of staying away 
from the polls. But they might as well do just that, 
instead of marking their ballots for the Socialist 
candidate. It would be more honest. 

At best, these voters indulge in an exercise in 
futility—a bit of escapism. They find it difficult to 
make a decision under our two-party system. They 
have this against the Republican candidate, and that 
against the Democratic candidate. They lack the 
moral courage to make the compromises that are 
always necessary when two men are expected to rep- 
resent all the gradations of opinion among 130,000,- 
000 citizens. 

If these lazy voters really believed in Mr. Thomas 
and in his platform, it would be a very different 
matter. It will be a sad day for our democracy 
when minority parties and unorthodox views can no 
longer command support. But these people do not 
agree with the Socialist candidate. They would 
quiver like aspen leaves if they believed that there 
was the remotest possibility of a Socialist victory. 

They mark their “X” before the name of Mr. 
Thomas just because they are supremely confident 
that it will have not the slightest practical effect. 
Then they go around thumping their chests and pro- 
claiming their independence, their fearlessness. 
They talk about having cast a “protest” vote. Pro- 
test against what? It is to laugh! They have cast a 
lazy vote, a futile vote. 

These are difficult times. They call for difficult 
decisions. More than ever, these decisions cannot be 
shirked. To go to the polls and vote for Mr. Thomas 
or any other minority candidate—without conviction 
in his convictions—is not fulfilling a citizen’s duty. 


It is less than patriotic. It is hypocritical. 

Children will see hobgoblins and witches perform- 
ing fearful dances among the fallen leaves tonight. 
Political orators will see bogies far worse with 
half the effort.

HE recent letter to the Montclair Times 
T trom Arthur Bissell on “Why One Dem- 

ocrat Will Vote for Willkie” suggests the 
need of a converse statement on “Why One 
Republican Will Vote for Roosevelt.” 
Neither Mr. Bissell nor myself can ex- 
pect to change many. opinions, for the pat- 
tern of the Montclair vote is pretty well set

CRACKLING BREAD NO LONGER 
DEPENDS ON LARD SEASON 


When the moon was full and 
frost in the air, that’s the time 
we chose to “render out” the lard 
and make our cracklin’s in a big 
black kettle, back on the farm. 
But nowadays we can have a pan 
of cracklin’ bread whenever we 
“hone for it”—as they say down 
South. Usjng crisp, chopped bacon 
instead of cracklin’s. 
Bran Cracklin’ Bread. 

One and one-half cups milk. 

One cup bran cereal. 

Three-quarters cup sifted flour. 

Three and one-fourth teaspoons 
baking powder. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-half cup corn meal. 

One-third cup chopped cooked 
bacon. , 

Two eggs, well beaten. 

Two tablespoons bacon drippings. 

Two tablespoons melted butter. 

Pour milk over bran and let 
stand five minutes. Sift flour once, 
measure, add baking powder and 
salt, and sift again; add corn meal 
and bacon. Add eggs, bacon drip- 
pings, and butter to bran; then add 
flour mixture and beat well. Bake 
in greased 9x9x2-inch pan in hot 
oven (425 degrees) 40 minutes, or 
until done.

For 
nothing could be more dangerous 
to our peace, or more certain to in- 
cite other countries to acts which 
would lead to war, than to cause 
them to thin kthat our armament 
program is a bluff because in the 
end we would never fight. Our 
peace depends upon convincing Ber- 
lin-Rome-Tokyo, and now perhaps 
Vichy, too, that we are determined 
to defend our interests and that we 
shall find the strength to defend 
them. Let the opposite impression 
be created, and the danger of war 
will be immeasurably greater and 
nearer. If that were not true, if 
we could guarantee our peace by 
pledging ourselves not to go to war, 
why on earth do we arm, why do 
we conscript our men, why do we 
dedicate our lives and our fortunes 
to making this country strong? Is 
it not obvious that we do these 
things in the hope that none will 
dare to attack us, in the determina- 
tion that none shall defeat us if he 
does attack. And if that is why 
we are arming, then we are only 
disarming ourselves and inviting 
provocation and attack when we 
permit partisan politics to issue 
pledges which look to the world as 
if we were frightened and bluffing.

Add beaten eggs; lemon juice, cat- 
sup and crumbs. Blend thoronghly. 
Place in a loaf pan. Dot with but- 


ter. Bake in a moderate oven (350 
degrees) about two hours. Serve 
hot or cold.

monthly review. 

Usual seasonal upswing and in- 
creased activity in most lines, with 
attendant increase in purchasing 
power, is responsible for the 
heavier volume of retail and whole- 
sale sales, while mounting Govern- 
ment orders have greatly stimu- 
lated production of materials for 
national defense, the report stated. 
Business gains extended to both 
manufacture and distribution of 
commodities, but were most 
marked in industrial lines, especial- 
ly those producing durable goods. 
Outstanding gains were reported 
by plants producing machine tools, 
railroad equipment, stoves and 
heating apparatus, engines and 
machinery. 

Employment Improves. 
Employment conditions con- 
tinued to improve as idle workers 
in the building trades, both skilled 
and unskilled, were absorbed in the 
extensive Government projects in 
connection with the defense pro- 
gram. The late cotton crop and 
the backward harvest of certain 
other crops were responsible for 
maintaining farm employment at 
higher levels than usual at this 
time. 

Despite unusually mild weather, 
September retail trade in rural as 
well as large urban areas showed 
about the expected seasonal im- 
provement. 

Steel ingot production at mid- 
October rose to 82.5 per cent of ca- 
pacity, the highest since last Janu- 
ary and 5.5 per cent above a year 
ago. September shipments of pig 
iron to district melters was 20 per 
cent greater than the relatively 
high total of September, 1939. 

Freight Interchanges. 

The St. Louis Terminal Railroad, 
serving 28 connecting lines, inter- 
changed 82,482 loads in September, 
as compared to 77,298 in August 
and 86,729 in September, 1939. Dur- 
ing the first three quarters this 
year 724,318 loads were _inter- 
changed, an increase of 1.1 per cent 
over the same period last year. 

Freight handled by the Federal 

Barge Line between St. Louis and 
New Orleans during September was 
estimated at 192,400 tons, 20,000 
tons less than October shipments 
but 42,000 tons above September, 
1939. 
Production of lumber continued 
to gain. While requirements under 
the defense program accounted for 
a large part of the gain, routine 
civil requirements were reported to 
be still in a substantial volume. 
Bituminous coal output was re- 
duced because of earlier heavy pur- 
chases by industrial plants. 

Construction contracts let dur- 
ing September amounted to $25,586,- 
000, as compared to $25,170,000 dur- 
ing August and $19,989,000 in Sep- 
tember, 1939. 


TUNNEY PASSES THROUGH CITY 


Champion On Way to Tulsa to 
Speak for Willkie. 

Gene Tunney, former’ world’s 
heavyweight boxing champion, a 
Willkie supporter, passed through 
St. Louis yesterday en route by 
airplane to Tulsa, Ok., to fill a 
speaking engagement. 

Tunney, met at the airport by 
Mark Eagteton, former president 
of the Board of Education, a World 
War friend, criticised the speech of 
Ambassador Joseph P. Kennedy in 
which he urged the re-election of 
President Roosevelt.

Approving Kennedy 


Speech, Says U. S. Is Needed as Source 
of Supplies Rather Than Combat Ally. 


LONDON, Oct. 31.—The London 
Daily Mail commented approvingly 
today on Ambassador Kennedy’s 
speech in the United States Tues- 


day night, and said his “interven- 
tion at this stage may sway the 
approaching election decisively in 
favor of the President.” 

“What Joseph Kennedy has to 
say to the American people clearly 
and accurately represents the Brit- 
ish view,” said the paper. 

“It is this: The armed forces of 
Britain are America’s first line-of 
defense against Nazi invasion, 
Tinose forces are fighting not only 
for the life of the British Empire, 
but for the survival of Western 
democracy. 

“In return for that service Britain 
requires the utmost help the Unit- 
ed States can give. 

“We want all the equipment 
America can send. We want more 
than we are getting and we want 
it faster. 

“Our enemies could not. stand 
against a Britain armed to the 
teeth, backed by the United States 
with her vast potential war pro- 
duction at full stretch. 

“A speedup of her output would 


be worth more to us than an expe- 
ditionary force of a million men. 
An American declaration of war at 
this stage would be of no help to 
us. It would divert vital supplies 
from our own lines to the home 
front of the United States. 

“America is nominally neutral. 
In reality she is a non-belligerent 
ally and her part is not merely to 
sell us surplus materia] but to plan 
production to supply our urgent 
war needs. 

“By intensive rearmament and 
by aiding Britain the United States 
hopes to keep out of war. She 
stands in relation to this country 
in the same position as Britain 
stood in relation to Europe three 
years ago and she has learned 
from our bitter experience. 

“If Britain had rearmed inten- 
sively then we, too, might have 
kept out of war. 

“That was Mr. Kennedy’s mes- 
sage to the American people, given 
with all the emphasis of his ex- 
perience as Ambassador to Britain. 

“It supports the policy of Mr. 
Roosevelt and the Ambassador’s 
intervention at this stage may sway 
the approaching electiom decisively 
in favor of the President.”

HANOI, French Indo-Chira, Oct. 
31 (AP).—The Japanese army has 
withdrawn all its forces from 
Kwangsi Province, Southern China, 
and four big transports carrying 
nearly 7000 men already have sailed 
from Haiphong, Indo-China, carry- 
ing the vanguard. Whether they 
will be taken home or be returned 
to the China war on some other 
front has not been disclosed. 

The withdrawal was made across 
French Indo-China’s northern bor- 
der, over which part of the Jap- 


gain its first foothold in French 
territory. 

Since Oct. 22, a steady flow of 
trains has been bringing Japanese 
from Langson to Haiphong, some 
of them with artillery and muni- 
tions. Authoritative sources say 
some 15,000 Japanese still are in the 
Langson area waiting to be re- 
moved, 

Following up the Japanese, the 
Chinese have advanced to the Indo- 
China border and re-occupied Lung- 
chow, last important station on the 
Chinese side. 


The Japanese army announced 
last week it was abandoring Nan- 
ning, capital of Kwangsi, because 
it had lost its value as a base of 
operations since France permitted 
Japan to occupy aviation and other 
bases in Indo-China. 

Chinese assert the Japanese aban- 
donment was the result of a strong 
Chinese offersive launched about 
Oct. 20 and was not “voluntary,” 
as the Japanese claim. 


Chinese Report Heavy Japanese 
Loss at Nanning. 
CHUNGKING, Oct. 31 (AP).— 
The Central Chinese News Agency 
reported today: that the Japanese 
campaign centering around Nan- 
ning in Kwangsi Province had cost 
the invaders 74,000 men through

The Japanese were estimated to 
have employed about 114,000 troops 
in the operations. Kwangsi is no- 
torious for its epidemics, and ill- 
ness was said to have been respon- 
sible for the greatest havoc.

munity. But he needs a “blitzkrieg” 
or quick attack upon the ignorance 
of his fellow citizens relative to 
dental’ topics. Any supposedly 
ethical code which 
; yond the fundamental principles in 
the Ten Commandments, may well be regarded critically, any- 
‘ way. And if such supposedly ethical code permits its doctors 
to grow impoverished and rusty for disuse, while the commu- 
nity is also allowed to languish without awailing itself of mod- 
ern scientific medical or dental attention, then that code should 
be checked and double-checked.

DON’T THINK that I am radically trying to upset anything 
worth while in American life, but I enjoy battling for just causes 
and against ignorance, entrenched stupidity and foolish preju- 
dices. For years I have been lecturing before various profes- 
sional groups, who have previously been enslaved by a foolish 
aversion to constructive advertising. American dentists are now 
becoming fully aware of the fact that they must fill the dental 
chair before they can expect to fill the tooth! There is no more 
alert profession in our country today than the dentists. I can 
speak from personal experience, for I have corresponded with 
more-than 2500 of them in the past year, and have orated before 
10,000 more in their conventions. 
ea 
SEVERAL STATE and county societies have already thrown 
off the antiquated hostility to advertising, and are now sponsor- 
ing educational advertisements on dental topics. These cam- 
paigns instantly become ethical when a majority of the dental 
society vote for such constructive projects. The Massachusetts 
Dental Foundation, for example, is one such enterprising State 
organization informing the public about dental topics via news- 
paper advertisements. The Akron Dental Foundation is doing 
the same constructive work through the pages of the Akron 
Beacon Journal. When I addressed the dental society in Brook- 
lyn, I was informed that 200 dentists there are on relief and an 
even greater number of physicians. This is a disgraceful state 
of affairs, for we have so much needed dental work to be done, 
and work which could be paid for if the people were properly 
sold on the need for it, that we could keep 130,000 dentists busy 
instead of the present 65,000,

PEOPLE WILL buy what they want. The problem in the 
professions is to tell them the full story of dentistry or medicine, 
so they will vividly call to mind a dozen good sales points for 
dentistry instead of the lone argument of escaping pain from an 
aching molar. Watch the remarkable behavior of the American 
dentists during the next year or two. Their medical colleagues 
are eagerly observing their progressive attack upon the problem, 
but apparently haven't the intestinal fortitude to break away 
from their own slavery to obsolete ideas regarding the worth 


of advertising.

E all ealize as a matter of 
common knowledge, that in- 
fections of the nose and throat, 
and coincidentally of the ear, have 
some connection with the condi- 
tion of the atmosphc e, but the 
conscientious scientist has a hard 
time explaining exactly what or 
why it is. Dr. Lynch, of New Or- 
leans, for instance, points out that 
inflammation of the mastoid cells 
—mastoiditis—has a definite re- 
gional distribution in North Amer- 
ica. 

Mastoiditis is likely to fcllow an 
infection of the middle ear, espe- 
cially in children and infection 
of the middle ear comes from in- 
fection of the throat. The infec- 
tion is usually due to a ger: called 
the hemolytic streptocr -cu and 
this germ is found in many human 
throats. These carriers may in- 
fect others or at times their own 
germs ma turn cantakerous and 
bite them, causing mid.le ear in- 
fection. 

Dr. Lynch points out “hat along 
the Gulf Coast frcm Texas’ to 
Florida there are relatively few 
cases of mastoiditis in proportion 
to the population. As one g er up 
the Eastern seaboard the cases 
increase, until in New England 
the peak is reached. The same is 
“true of the Mississippi Valley — 
the further north we go the more 
cases of mastoiditis we encounter. 
Certainly th‘ is also true of in- 
flammation of the sinuses of the 
nose—acute or chronic. 


« « . 

BUT WHEN cultures are made 
from the throats of people in vari- 
ous parts of the country, the strep- 
tococcus is found _ distributed 
pretty geterally throughout — in 
sections where mastoiditis is prev- 
alent, as well as where it is rare. 
But Dr. Lynci: made the interest- 
ing observation that virulence of 
all these organisms is not the 
same. When hve injected cultures 
fro the throats of people in the 
North and on the Atlantic Sea- 
board into guinea pigs, hc had a 
more severe form of inflammation 
than with the Southern cultures. 

If the environment of thr ex- 
perimental aniinal is changed—if 
one group is brought u, in condi- 
tions of cold resembling the North- 
ern winter, and anothe in condi- 
tions resembli our Southern 
climate, the reaction to organisms 
differ. This is paralleled by obser- 
vations that mastoiditis is all over 
the country a winter and spring 
disease. The peak is reached after 
a gradual rise beginning in De- 
cember and Jaruary until in 
March the largest number of cases 
is found. Then the incidence be- 
g:ns to drop off until August with 
a maximum of sunshine and a 
more regulated and eve. tempera- 
ture. 

Another factor plays a part. In 
cold weather people are kept in- 

3 in poorly ventilated rooms 
and the chances of breathing in 
scmeon:. else’s germs are - much 
better. 

The old doctrine of the seed and 
the soil was never better illus- 
trated. Uncoubtedly there is a 
lesson for those subject to these 
respiratory infections — a lesson 
which common sense ha long 
taught them to respect — that a 
sojourn in as warm climate dur- 
ing the winter is < definite safe- 
guara to their health.

The Body Craves Foods It Needs Most 


Deprived of Butter, Children of 


Central Europe 


Now Long for It 


— Scientists Discover Rats, When 


Given Free Choice, Select Best Diet 
By Marjorie Van De Water 


Central Europe love butter— 

when they can get it—the way 
American boys and girls delight in 
ice cream cones. War hungers— 
longings for certain kinds of foods 
and unusual enjoyment in tasting 
them are predicted to follow this 
winter’s shortages of some foods in 
war-ridden lands. They occur even 
in peace times when the diet is 
not properly balanced. 

Psychologists and nutrition ex- 
perts are studying these special food 
longings. From what has already 
been found, it seems that such spe- 
cial appetites depend not only upon 
quirks of taste, but upon more 
deep-seated needs of the whole 
body. It is a matter of chemical 
balance in the body tissues. 

When we are deprived of some 
essential to our diet such as butter 
and butter substitutes, we grow 
extraordinarily fond of butter. The 
energetic child who burns up the 
Sugar in the body rapidly is eager 
for candy. 

Your knowledge of what is good 
for you has nothing to do with 
this longing for the very foods 
you need most. You never saw 
a vitamin—you may have no clear 
idea of what vitamin B does that 
is different from D or A. But 
when you are deprived of vitamin 
B you will develop a special relish 
for food containing this “morale 
vitamin.” 

In the appetites of animals, na- 
ture provides an automatic sort of 
Scheme for providing them with 
just the diet they require. 

Mothers may raise an eyebrow 
at this. It may seem to them that 
nothing is so capricious and un- 
predictable as the appetites of 
husbands and children. But ex- 
periments with rats have rather 
clearly demonstrated that when 
Junior pushes away his oatmeal 
and demands a third helping of 
milk or orange juice, he is answer- 
ing a real need of his body—pro- 
vided of course that some previ- 
ous unpleasant experience, some 
“scene” has not built up in him 
an artificial aversion to his cereal. 

Rats have been used for new 
laboratory experiments on appe- 
tite, partly because rats so closely 
duplicate the food preferences and 
dietary needs of man. Experiments 
of the next vear or so may be ex- 
pected to aid in planning the nu- 
trition of a post-war Europe so that 
present deficiencies of diet may be 
made up with the least damage to 
the health of the people. 

There is no such thing as hun- 
ger, it is now concluded. Instead 
there are a score of specific hun- 
gers. Absence of one of two ne- 
cessities such as butter and butter 
substitutes or wheat from an oth- 
erwise adequate diet will produce 
these “hidden hungers.” 

The first clear demonstration of 
the wisdom of the body in selecting 
diet was made at Johns Hopkins 
University by Dr. Curt P. Richter. 
By an ingenious arrangement of 
food cups, he permitted his rats to 
have constant access to the various

food elements known to be impor- 
tant to the diet. The animals took 
just as much or as little as they 


wanted of each type of food. 

Faced with luxurious plenty of 
every type of food, you might think 
the rats would gorge themselves on 
the rat equivalent of chocolate 
layer cake, ice cream and candy, 
and push aside the spinach and 
carrots. No such foolishness re- 
sulted. In fact, the rats actually 
selected a diet better for them, in 
terms of growth and health, than 
the best,approved diet worked out 
by specialists on rat diet. 

 .-: = 
VEN more surprising was the 
EF discovery that rats who were 
sick were able to prescribe for 

themselves a corrective diet. 

Diabetic rats, for example, avoid- 
ed the sugar that would have 
hastened their death and were able 
to keep themselves alive by a self- 
regulated diet, although the sugar 
was freely accessible to them all 
the while. Rats with no adrenal 
glands ate the extra salt they 
needed to stay alive. Those whose 
pituitary glands were not function- 
ing properly regulated their water 
intake so as to preserve life. 

This same problem of how rats 
can select their food has been 
studied for a number of years by 
Dr. Paul Thomas Young of the 
University of Illinois. Instead of 
making aH kinds of food available 
to the animals at the same time, 
as Dr. Richter has, Dr. Young of- 
fers the different foods in pairs. 
Then, when a preference has .been 
demonstrated, each of these foods

fis presented with some other food 
until a sort of scale of preferences 
is built up for each animal at that 
particular time. 

The rat, during this experiment, 
dots not run directly to the pre- 
ferred fogd. He must get acquaint- 


ed with both before he shows 
which is his choice. He will sniff 
at both before’ selecting’ either. 


Even after he is familiar with both 
foods, he will touch one with his 
tongue before turning to the more 
preferred choice. 

Ordinarily rats, like children, 
prefer sugar to cereal. But they 
can be cured of this preference, 
temporarily, by feeding them on 


sugar. They become literally 
“fed up.” 

Deprivation also reverses’ the 
food preferences of rats. In one 


experiment, Dr. Young found that 
rats deprivec of bu. erfat would 
prefer this food to either wheat 
powder or ordinary white flour. As 
the testing proceeded, the animals 
were fed increasing amounts of 
butterfat bite by bite. As their 
butter intake increased, their pref- 
erence for it weakened until first 
the wheat and then both wheat 
powder and white flour were pref- 
erable to the butter. Finally a 
few developed a real aversion to 
the butterfat. 

Application of this experiment 
to *tue nutrition problems of Eu- 
rope.is brought home by the news 
report telling of German invaders 
in Paris who can be seen walking 
down the streets eatinz butter 
alone as though it were candy. 

But taste is not the whole story, 
Dr. Young is convinced. He points 
to an experiment conducted by 
Dr. M. F. Hausmann. Dr. Haus- 
mann fed rats sugar and, on other 
days, saccharin. The rats liked 
both. But there is an interesting 
difference between saccharin and 


sugar. Although both taste sweet. 
only sugar adds calories to the 
diet. Saccharin passes through 


the body without nourishing it. 
The rats, on days when they 

were fed sugar, voluntarily de- 

creased the amount of other food

your “dry throat” will urge you 
to drink. 

Dr. Young has also observed 
that when rats are deprived of 
some one article of diet, such as 
vitamin B, they become. greatly 
excited and active when this par- 
ticular substance is offered to 
them. 

Study of the psychology of hun- 
ger, opened up by these attacks 
on the problem, offers an entirely 
new field for research which may 
have the utmost importance in 
connection with this war and with 
the post-war reconstruction of the 
world’s health. 

By watching the behavior of a 
rat deprived of butter, or of wheat, 
or of meat, psychologists may find 
a clew to what may happen to 
the minds of men so deprived. 

Will they have to work under 
a tension, an unrecognized rest- 
lessness and anxiety, until this 
natural appetite is satisfied? Will 
it make them more militant, or 
will it make them inactive? Can 
other foods supply the psycho- 
logical as well as the physiologi- 
cal needs ordinarily filled by the 
lackirg articles of diet? 

Rats, which have already in re- 
cent years played such an impor- 
tant part in solving problems of 
nutrition, may be expected to aid 
in an entirely new way in pre- 
serving man’s mental as well as 
physical well-being.

Two cups evaporated milk, two 
cups water, two tablespoons butter, 
two cups dry breadcrumbs, two 
eggs (slightly beaten), one-half cup 
Sugar, mixed wtih one-quarter cup 
cocoa, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon vanilla. 


Combine evibporated milk, water 
and butter, and heat to scalding. 
Pour over breadcrumbs, stir well 
and set aside. Beat eggs slightly 
and add remaining ingredients, con- 
tinuing to beat until well mixed. 
Combine thoroughly with milk and 
crumb mixture, and pour into but- 
tered baking dish.

Why Do We Call It a “‘Left- 
Handed Compliment?” 

It is not just a chance choice of 
words that make up this common 
phrase for a compliment that is 
not, in spirit, a compliment; that 
may, in essence, be an insult.
